~—Attempts to Move Freights—News from 
All Important Points on the Gould 


System. 


By 8:30a.m. to-day crowds of curious peo- 
ple began to line the Tayon avenue bridge and 
the yards at Seventeenth street, patiently 
waiting for developments. It was known that 
the Missouri Pacific Railway officials strongly 
protected by the police would atempt to take 
out a freight train. 

Many had come to see it done, and some to 
assist in‘the opposition to any such move. 

At 9 o’clock the bridge could furnish no 
more room for spectators, and the crowd 


overflowed and filled the street, the embank- 
ments and finally the railroad yard. Five 
thousand would perhaps be a reasonable es- 
timate of their number. They were mostly 
men and boys, bat some women were there, 
and in one place the bright red stockings of a 
baby girl that sat in its father’s arms with its 
feet over the railing ot the bridge gave a touch 
of color to the dark mass. 
POLICE PROTECTION. 
Shortly after 9 o’clock a squad of over fifty 


ice, in charge of 1 Jones, an 
Baregt and Sores —— the Four Conran’ and 


marched up to the Seventeenth street yards of 
the Missouri Pacitic Railroad. They moved west 
on Clark avenue to Fourteenth street, south 
O0 Fourteenth street to Poplar, west on Pop- 
lar to Sixteenth street, where they turned 
south into the yards. They attracted consid- 
erable attention as they moved along the 
street two abreast, and as they passed the 
round-house of the Union Depotand Bridge 
Company, on Sixteenth street, the em- 
ployes set up a yell. A number of 
passenger coaches were on the tracks at the 
yard and the police had to scramble overthe 
platforms ofthe cars to get into the freight 
yards, the proposed scene of action. Already 
anumber of strikers had gathered on the 
tracks of the Seventeenth street yards, 
and the Tayon avenue bridge was 
a literal mass of humanity. As the 
police made their appearance on the scene a 
derisive laugh went up. Capt. Hercules, who 
had walked up the tracks from the Union De- 
pene met the police in the yards and the squad 
ormed themselves into a solid line and came 
toa standstill. They had already been in- 


structed in their duty before leaving the Four 
Courts, but Capt. Hercules held some 
conferences with the sergeants on the track. 


The crowd moved down to where the police 


stood and commenced eyeing them. Presently 
Chief Harrigan hove in sight with another 
squad of over fifty men and two or three more 
sergeants. Chief of Detectives O'Neill and 
his full force also joined the police 
fotces, and all the special officers of the Cen- 
tral District were on hand. All told, there 
were fully 125 members of the department on 
the grounds. The last, butnot least import- 
ant arrival, was Mr. James L. Blair, Vice-Pres- 
ident ot the Board of Police Commissioners. 


GETTING OUT OF YARDS. 
At9:30 Missouri Pacific pony 307 came from 


the Union Depot up to the Seventeenth strect 


rards. Superintendent Dickinson of the 
nion Depot was on the front steps. Engi- 
neer Harry McGlinn and Fireman Gus Nichols 


formed the engine crew. The pony backed 


down and coupled onto the four cars that had

The police then began to clear 
the yard of the crowd by driving 


them west under the Tayon avenue bridge. 


As the strikers passed the engine on their way 
out they called to the engine crew who, after 
n moment’s hesitation, leit their posts amid the 
188 of the crowd. The police

The strikers and 
spectators climbed onto the tops of the box 
cars that stood in the sidings west of Tayon 
avenue or ran u onto the already 
densly packed bridge. At this juncture 
Engine No. 827, Walter Thompson, engineer, 
appeured, backing down from the west. Three 
policemen were on the tender. Sergt. Keeble 
and four officers were in the cab and two 
officers were on the pilot. Detective Furlong 
and a detachment ot his men were also dis- 
tributed over the engine and tender. When 
the crowd on the box-cars and the briage 
caught sight of 827 a shout of derision went up.

THE PROTECTION. 

The Sheriff of St. Louis had been notified to 
meet the train at the St. Louis County line, 
and had been informed of its coming. © was 
requested to see it safely through the county. 


The same instruction was sent to the Sheriff of 


Franklin County. 

It is stated that when the train left Summit 
avenue, there were four policemen on each of 
the sixteen cars, twelve on and about the cab, 
anda number of others in various places. 

MAYOR FRANCIS ASSISTS. 

Mayor Francis was an eye-witness to the 
scene at the Tayon avenue bridge this morn- 
ing. About 9 o’clock he arrived 
on the bridge in his buggy and re- 
mained there awalting developments. When 
the crowd commenced stoning the 9 he 
ordered the bridge cleared, and assisted 
in clearing it himself, first having 
the vehicles leave. He also sent down 
word to Chief Harrigan to send up 
officers to clear it, and the Chief sent them. 
The Mayor was very much pleased with the 
way the police handled themselves in the try- 
ing ordcal through which they went when the 
stones were thrown by the crowd. 

ARRESTS. 

Pat J. Prunty is the name given at the Four 
Courts by thé man with whom Sergt. Kiely 
had the tussle, and the man whom 
Officer Hoagland arrested gave the 
name of Charles Reed. William Klein was the 
party arrested by Officers Frese and King while 
pulling coupling pins from the cars. 

THE POLICE BACK. 

The police who went out on the freight train 
this morning accompanied it as far as Benton, 
at the city limits, where they got down and 
returned to the city on an incoming passenger 
train, arriving at the Four Courts about noon. 

A PROBABLE SETTLEMENT. 

The railroad superintendents did nothing 
at their morning session except to dis- 
cuss the situation. They meet again 
this afternoon, when they will 
probably confer with the strikers. 
A prominent official expressed the opinion 
that the roads would grant the switchmen’s 
demand for the Chicago scale of wages if 
the men guaranteed that it should end the 
strike as far as Kansas City is concerned; 
otherwise the demand would probably be re- 
fused. The switchmen of the various roads at 
St. Joseph have gone out. They stopped 
work for the noon hour as usual, and atl 


o’clock did not return to work. It is not 
-knewn here 


what their demand is. 
POLICEMAN’S STATEMENT. 

One of the police in Sergt. Sommers squad 
said toa reporter, ‘‘I know nearly every man 
that worked in this yard and in those shops. 
I didn’tsee one of them inthe party that made 
the attack on the round-house. When we 
charged them, oe and some of the men who 
had been recently hired ran through the shop- 
vards, breaking down the fence and gates on 
Chouteau avenue in their flight. We 
were then detailed to watch that entrance. In 
a little while a committee from the Knights of 
Labor called to ask permission to repair the 
damage, Master mechanic Zurtlett 
refused them, but they went to 
work and put up the fence as they 
said the damage would be attributed to them. 
Now I call that pretty white. Don’t print my 
name, because the department don’t like any 
hunting for notoriety—in the patrolmen. 

OVER THE AMERICAN FLAG. 

When the freight train was puiling out over 
the Ewing avenue crossing one of 
the strikers, named John Magan, 
approached Mayor Francis, who was 
on the scene. Mangan had an American flag 
in his hand. Holding it out so that the breeze 
caught and liftod it, he said to his honor: 
We are now as helpless as this fag, but you 
will yet see us railied under.it in defense of 
our principles.’’ 

Just then the caboose of the train was pasaing 
and the speaker laid the flag on the track an 
the car loaded with officers and railroad 
officials passed over it. 

‘ WILL TRY AGAIN. 

Inquiry at the Missouri Pucitic offtce late this 
afternoon elicited the information that 
the freight train sent out this morning 
had arrived at Pacific safely, and there 
was no prospect of any disturb- 
ance. The authorities at Mr. Hoxie’s office 
say that if the same success is met with here- 
after that attended the dispatch of 
the freight this morning that 
they will run their trains regularly hence- 


forth. A rumor prevailed that the Missouri 


Pacific would try to get out another freight 


train at 3:30 p. m., but Mr. Hoxie’s Secretary 


denied it.

1 have here a set of resolutions 4 
upon the strike which I will offer at the meet- 
ing this afternoon. They may be a little 
too radical, but they express my views ex- 
actly, and I think the views of other mem 
of the Exchange.“ 

At the request of the reporter Mr. Smith per- 
mitted him to read the resolutions, of which 
the following is a copy: 

The merchants of St. Louis demand that 
the strike now throttling the commerce of sey- 
eral States and checking the slowly returning 
prosperity ofthe whole country, after three 
years of depression, shall cease. 

We demand this in the interest of labor, 
because if continued or extended it must de- 
prive thousands, not engaged in 
the present strike, of wages with 
which they are satisfied. It will 
force manufacturers and merchants who have 
prepared for the spring trade into bank- 
8 and the enforced discharge 
of numbers of laborers, be- 
sides preventing future undertakings 
involving joint employment of capital and 
labor. It will, by og oa labor of employ- 
ment, lessen the ability to buy, and will in- 
crease the cost of the necessaries of life in the 
cities where wage-laborers aggregate. It will 
ruin farmers dependent on prompt transpor- 
tation of ishable products and tools re- 
quired at this season of the year. It will sus- 
pend milling and deprive the country of the 
direct and collateral benefits thereof. 

These are some of the material damages of a 
continuation ofthe strike. The moral effect 
will be to fill the country with tramps and out- 
laws ready at all times to take advantage of 
disturbed conditions to disgrace the 
name of labor, and while we believe in 
the right to quit work, we do not concede 
the right to prevent others from working, 
and the ability and right to employ must in- 
clude the right to discharge. Under free gov- 
ernment neither labor nor employment can 
be compelled. 

The strike has been conceded by some of the 
principals to have been a blunder. The Goy- 
ernors of two States declare that it was with- 
out suflicient cause. It has led to law- 
less acts, rightly or not, attributed to the 
strikers, by which property has been dam- 
aged and blood spilled, and establishes a 
veritable reign of terror. Its continuance will 
be a crime, for which all participants must be 
held responsible. 

With these views of existing and prospective 
conditions, we demand of the strikers to re- 


sume work or to kee out of 


the way and to cease intimidating others 
who — be willing to work, and if necessary 
we invoke the civil and military powers of the 
cities, counties and State and of the United 
States'to put an end to the present unbearable 


conditions. 


While expressing these plain sentiments on 
the present situation, we desire to express our 
sympathy with all wage workers and our 
willingness to do — N our power to 
improve their condition, the prosperity 
of the country return, and then ff labor does’ - 
not fairly participate in the improvement, We 
will be ag os | to help them to the extent / 
of all the influence and power we can exer- | 


‘cise. While these plain words are addressed 


to the strikers, we must say to the managers 
of the railroads involved: Treat your em- 
ployes as men; make them  satistied 
to work faithfully for your interests 
and more disposed tostrike for than against 
you. Consider and remove real or imagina 
grievances; let them feel that they are parti- 
cipants in your prosperity and thus do your 
part towards protecting the community 
against further calamity. 
THE MERCHANTS’ RESOLUTIONS. 
The resolutions referred to above in the in- 


terview with Mr. Dwight Tredway, as having 


been prepared at yesterday’s meeting of 


merchants and business men at the Mercantile 
Club and which were submitted for

Van Wyck made another attack on the Wash- 
ington Gaslight Company inthe Senate this 
morning. lie said there were three 


great powers controllin Congress—thb 
Washington Gaslight Dompany, the 
National banks and the railroads. He gave 
the history of the Gaslight Company, orgna- 
ized in 1548. The original capital stock was 
$500,000. In eighteen years they paid regular 
dividends, and at the end of 
that eriod they watered of their stock 
$500, This was thought just, they said, 
because the money had deen earned 
by the company and belonged to 
the stockholders. After this the company 
declared l5and 20 per cent dividends until 
they declared two 50 per cent dividends, and 
once more doubled the capital stock, the 
stockholders paying fortheir new stock with 
their dividend money. On this $82,000,000 
stock they paid 10 per cent dividends, andin 
1883, in addition a 40 per cent dividend, or $s00,- 
000. To-day the shares stood at $0, par value 
$20. Inaformer investigation the president 
of this company had sworn that he employed 
a lobbyist to prevent adverse legislation ata 
salary of , 000 a Fear. After some 
discussion the resolution offered by 
the Senator, yesterday, was so amended as to 
callon the District committee to inquire into 
the expediency of reporting a bill reducing the 
price of gus to $1 a thousand.

Jay Gould’s ‘*Playthings,” 
From the Chicago News. 

In 1883, before the Senate Committee on Ed- 
ucation and Labor, Mr. Gould gave some very 
interesting testimony concerning his system 
of roads, showing how he bought the control 
ofthe Missouri Pacific from Commodore Gar- 
rison one morning. I didn’t care,“ he says, 
‘‘about the money I made. I took the road 
more as a plaything, to see what I could do 
with it.“ Being in a garrulous mood, he went 
ontotellof his acquisition of the Western 
Union as another ‘‘plaything,’’and of his the- 
ory of the relations of capital and labor—two 
more of hia ‘‘playthings.’’ With thinly veiled 
contempt for the committee and its purpose, 
he frankly admitted that one of „ his 
fundamental beliefs was that ‘‘the 
big fish were made to eat up the little ones,’’ 
and hence he was justified in becoming as big 
a fish himself as possible. He built railroads 
whenever and wherever he could find ‘‘ wise 
men or fools to put their money into them. 
As to the wages of railroad employes and tele- 
graph operators—if these people were not gat- 
isfied with them, why didn’t they build rail- 
roads and telegraph lines of heir o wn? ‘‘This 
is a free country and there is no law to pre- 
vent them from doing so.’’ Among his other 
‘*playthings’’ during all this time have been 
the framers, ministers and executors of the 
law, and now he makes a ‘‘plaything’’ of one 
of these, while he plays with the comfort, 
convenience, business interests and general 
welfare of the people of a half dozen States 
and Territories. The king must be amused, 
but Mr. Gould’s amusement is rather too 
costly for a republic.

ORGANIZING AGAINST LABOR. 

A Chicago dispatch announces that a 
movement is on foot and letters are being 
sent out jointly to arrange for a national 
meeting of business men and manufact- 
urers, to be held some time next month, 
to take action toward devising some 
means of defense against the power of 
organized labor. 

So long as organized labor keeps with- 
in the law and acts according to 
law, relying only on its power at the 
ballot-box to eliminate all injustice from 
the laws, busiuess men will need no de- 
fense against the power of organized la- 
bor. Where law prevails, capital is al- 
ways safe from molestation and is abund- 
antly able to take care of itself in any 
kind of legal contest between wealth and 
poverty. 

When organized labor appeals from the 
ballot-box to lawless force, it invariably 
defeats itself, strips itself of its natural 
power by division, and the major part of 
its energies are immediately enlisted in 
defending society as a whole against the 
lawless part. The lawlessness of labor is 
always suppressed by law-abiding labor. 
If this were not true business men and 
manufacturers,“ the entire class of em- 
ployers, in fact, might organize and seek 
in vain for means of “defense against 
organized labor.” Whenever a strike 
becomes an organized rebellion against 
law and order, the strikers are the losers 
that suffer most. 

But it is time for business men, manu- 
facturers and farmers to organize and act 
for a removal of the causes which have 
produced such widespread industrial 
disturbances in our country. As Missouri 
seems to be the center of the most alarm- 
ing phase of these disturbances, we beg 
leave to call the attention of our business 
men to the fact that a strict and impartial 
enforcement of the laws is their best pro- 
tection, and that if labor organizations 
manifest a dangerous tendency to disre- 
gard thé law of the land they are only 
following the example which the rail- 
roads of Missouri have been permitted to 
set with impunity. The most solemn and 
important guarantees of the Constitution 
of 1875 the railroads have been permitted 
to set at naught; the provisions of the 
statutes and the rules of the common law 
in regard to common carriers they have 
been permitted to violate_at will; they 
have dictated our nominations and con- 
trolled our legislation with the avowed 
purpose and the conspicuous result of 
nullifying the Constitution of the State; 
and though the Post-DiIspaTcH has been 
for years pointing out the evil conse- 
quences of this permitted lawlessness of 
organized capital, the business men and 
manufacturers of St. Louis have yet to 
hold their first meeting for the purpose of 
protesting and moving for their own pro- 
tection against the illegal aggressions of 
railroad corporations. 

The menaces of labor organizations 
have grown with the growth and spread 
of stock-watering, railroad wrecking, ex- 
tortions, discriminations and pooling for 
the control of commerce. We sincerely 
believe that the trouble which is now upon 
us would never have comeif we had not 
permitted Mr. Gour and men of his kind 
to buy from venal Legislatures and 
officials permission to do these things—that 
this struggle between him and his em- 
ployes could not have assumed its present 
deplorable shape if he had not been per- 
mitted to consolidate the management of 
Missouri’s parallel and competing rail- 
roads in spite of the most positive man- 
dates of her Constitution. 

Enforce the law by all means against 
every outbreak of lawlessness on the part 
of members of labor organizations. It is 
labor’s as well as capital’s best and only 
protection. But in doing this let us 
resolve to go back to the beginning of 
these troubles and enforce the law against 
law-breaking organizations of capital 
also.

AN IMPORTANT DECISION, 
Secretary LAMAR has discovered and of- 
ficially reported to Secretary MANNING the 
fact that the Central Pacific has deducted 
$2,238,362 and the Union Pacific $1,807,647 
from their gross and net earnings in mak- 
ing their settlements with the Govern- 
ment under the Thurman act, the said 
amounts having been charged as operat- 
ing expenses, although paid as subsidies 
to the Pacific Mail Steamship Company, 
in accordance with an unlawful pooling 
contract. The Thurman act provided 
that, in computing the net earnings on 
which the roads were to pay 25 per cent to 
the Government toward a sinking fund 
for the ultimate payment of their Govern- 
ment indebtedness, nothing should be de- 
ducted from the gross earnings but inter- 
est on first mortgage bonds and necessary 
expenses actually paid in operating the 
roads and keeping them in repair. LaMaR 
decides that to permit the deduction of 
subsidies paid to steamship companies 
or pooled roads, we must define the phrase 
“actual necessary operating expenses” as 
a license rather than a limitation, and 
that, even if the corporations could make 
such payments lawfully in leasing or buy- 
ing other lines of transportation, they 
cannot be lawfully deducted in estimat- 
ing the net earnings under the Thurman 
act. This opinion has a very important 
bearing on the rights of stockholders as 
well as on the rights of the Government 
as a creditor, with reference to all pay- 
ments on pooling contracts or for leases 
and purchases charged as part of operat- 
ing expenses. It is by such processes that 
railroads have been wrecked and stock- 
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| In this very case the nature of the trans- 
action as a fraud upon stockholders and 
creditors is established by the fact that 
the managers who paid these subsidies 
out of the earnings of the Pacific roads 
were the owners of the Pacific Mail Steam- 
ship Line. |

THE RATIDAN. 


A Steamer and Crew Mysteriously Missing 
—Rescued in Time. 

New Tonk, March 24.—All hope for the 
steamship Rapidan, which left here on Febru- 
ary 2,for Port Limon, Costa Rica, has been 
givenup. Hereis undoubtedly one of those 
mysterious cases where a staunch ship sails 
out of harbor, and is swallowed up by some 
unknown fate. No passenger vessel sees the 
doomed ship struggling with storm and temp. 
est; no floating wreckage gives a clue to 
her fate; no dead bodies washed ashore come 
as messengers from the lost craft. There 
scemsto be a complete annihilation of the 
ship, and everybody and averything pertain- 
ing to her. The Rapidan sailed with a crew of 
twenty-two all told, one passenger, a 
quantity of live stock and some general cargo. 
She was going to Port Limon and from there to 
Colon and Carthagena, in the United States of 
Columbia. She was to have been the pioneer 
ship of anew line which E. P. Kennard, her 
owher, was to establish between ports on the 
Spanish main. Her general cargo was shipped 
by Cotheal & Co. of Beaver street. The live 
stock belonged to Senor Gonzales, a wealthy 
Kosta Rican. The Rapidan was a side-wheel 
steamer of 869 tons register. Mr. Kennard yes- 
terday gave up all hope ofever hearing from 
the vessel. How, when and where she met 
her fate, will always remain a mystery. Since 
she shipped away toward the southern horizon 
on February 2, no human eye has seen her, 
unless, indeed, she may have been the steamer 
in distress reported by the Mallory steamer, 
and no spar or timber of her has been seen by 
incoming or outgoing vessels. And this mys- 
terious disappearance took place in a crowded 


highway of commerce, whose waters at all 
seasons of the year, are white with sails of 
coasting vesseis and churned bythe propellors 
of steamers cruising to and from the West In- 
dies and South America. The loss on the Rap- 
idan and her cargo will be about $45,000. 

THE HUDSON BAY WRECK. 

The ship Southern Cross, Capt. Baily, which 
arrived yesterday, rescucd a portion of the 
crew of the British ship Hudson Bay, on Jan- 
uary II, ninety miles southeast of Cape Agual- 
has, and shortly afterward landed the ship- 
wrecked men at Cape Town. The Hudson Bay, 
which was an iron vessel, left Samarang on 
November 21, for Falmouth, under the com- 
mand ot Capt.W.Vysey,with a cargo of sugar. 
On January 9, When the ship was 210 miles off 
Viettenbur Bay, a heavy northwesterly gaie 
det in and she was thrown on her beam ends. 
She lay in the trough of the sea witi her lee- 
railunder water until the next day, despite 
ali elforts to right her. The tron spars, which 
had been c¢ut away and hung over the 
sides, pounded holes through the iron plates 
below the water mark, and the vessel began to 
fli rapidly. The factthatshe had sprunga 
leak was not discovered by any of the crew 
until she begantosink. The majority of the 
crew were then below in their berths. As 
s00n as the danger was discovered, Uapt. 
Vysey rushed forward to the forecastie door 
and cried to the men below that the vessel was 
Sinking. At the same time several of the 
men, who were on deck, launched a boat, 
This had barely been done when the ship 
went down like ashot. Those who were be- 
low were drowned in their berths, while those 
on deck were thrown into the water. Capt. 
Vysey was among the latter, but he 
seized a plece of wreckage, by means 
of which he managed to keep atioat. 
None of the men succeeded in reaching 
the boat and they soon picked up the captain. 
Two mates and thirteen seamen had gone 
down with theship. There was asmall keg of 
water, but no provisions inthe boat. The lat- 
ter was headed toward Cape Town, but as the 
sea was still rouch, little progress was made. 
Several times during the following night the 
boat narrowly escaped being swamped. Wariy 
in the afternoon of the following day when the 
occupants of the boat were nearly exhausted, 
the Southern Cross came up and rescued tie 
men. They had then been about thirty-six 
hours in the open boat. 


HALLER RELEASED. 


Close of the Inquest on the Body of Vred- 
erick Pralle. 
The inquest on the body of Fred Pralle, the 
man shot and killed by Louis Haller, an em- 
ploye of theMissouri Pacific Shops in atrouble 
growing out of the strike, was concluded es- 
terday evening. Mr. C. H. Miller testified to 
seeing the crowd pursuing Llaller, and heard 
such exclamations as ‘‘scab, kill him, lynch 
him,’’ etc. Joseph Gilfrey and A. H. Lan- 
ham, firemen at No. 10 engine house, testified 


to seeing the crowd pursuing Haller, They 
also saw Pralle attempt to cross the street; 
and saw Haller fire at him. Mr. 
Philip Beil testified that he heard 
some of Haller’s pursuers call to Pralle to 
head Haller off, and when Pralle went out into 
the middle of the street todoso Haller snot 
him. Haller himself testified that when Pralle 
ran outin the street and stooped to pick upa 
stone be thought he intendedto hurl it at him, 
and hence shothim. The jury returned a ver- 
dict that Pralle came to his death at the Post 
Graduate Hospital of peritonitis, the result of 
a wound from a bullet fred from a pistol in 
the hands of Lovfis Haller, when said Haller 
was pursued by a mob assalling him and 
threatening his life. Haller was released im- 
mediately.

THE FEDERAL G uf. 


JUDGES BREWER AND TREAT. 


Railroad Corporations Arraigned for Negli- 
gence — Attorneys’ Demands for Fees 
Sharply Denied—Rulings in Wabash Matters 
Woodward vs. Jay Gould. 


Judges Brewer and Treat handed down in 
the United States Circuit Court to-day a bath 
of decisions in matters taken under advise- 
ment. Particulars in cases of public interest 
are given below. Judge Treat supplemented 
his announcements with some tart remarks 
affecting attorneys and litigants. 


— — 
Level Crossing Perils. . 
The exceptions to the master’s report on the 
intervening petition of M. J. Oleary in the 
Wabash case were overruled and the report 
was confirmed. It Was a claim for personal in- 


juries sustained at a crossing. The court says: 
At the crossings ina populous city, where 
gates and watciimen are provided, passengers 
or pedestrians have a — to suppose when 
the gates are opened and no warning to the 
contrar given by the watchmen, 
that they can proceed with entire 
sufety. If accidents should happen 
through the ee negligence of the 
managementof the gates by the watchmen 
connected therewith, the railroad compan 

must answer for the damages sustaine . 
Tritling matters as to the movement of the pas- 
senger or pedestrian in es any | under such 
circumstances cannot exonerate the company 
whose duty it was to protect said crossing and 
give warning as to the safety thereof.’’ 


“ Employers and Employes. 
The exceptions to the master’s report on the 
intervening petition of John W. Noonan, in 
the Wabash case, were sustained. The in- 
tervenor was injured by getting onto a de- 


fective step of a locomotive. The court thinks 
that in this case the doctrine of contributory 
négligence could not be sustained, and adds: 
**Railroad gcorporations ought not to be re- 
lieved from their obligations on which the 
. of lite and property depends and on 
which the safety of employes also depend by 
any strained or narrow rules. An employer 
andemploye, each for the benefit of the other, 
and the general N should be held 
respectively to the obligations involved lu the 
nature of the employment.“ 


The St. Joe & St. Louis Lease. 

In the matter of the application of the St. 
Joseph & St. Louis Railroad Company to for- 
feit lease the court states; The intervenor 
has heretofore been before this court, and, 
despite the suggestion of the court that what 
he now seeks would be granted, refused to ac- 
cept said terms. In the meantime the re- 
celvers have expended large sums of money 
and incurred large obligations, from which 
such property cannot be discharged. Besides, 
the decree for sale has been entered.’’ 


Woodward vs. Jay Gould. 

In the $500,000 suit of J. B. Woodward against 
Jay Gould for alleged breach of contract rela- 
tive toarailroad entérprise, the court sus- 
tained the motion entered in behalf of Mr. 


Gould to make the petition more definite and 
clear. The court remarks that it is difficult 
from the petition to find out what the contract 
was about. 


The Clarinda Branch. 

In the matter of the Clarinda Branch, the 
court decreed the sale of the Wabash interest 
inthe property. Itis now sought to have the 
recéivers surrender possession to some trustee, 


encumbered with many entanglements that 
may continue for an indefinite — possibly 
affecting the rights of the purchaser under the 
sale. The matter is referred to the master. 


Must Get Off the Track. 

In the case of the intervening petition of 
Henry Dopp in the Wabash case the court con- 
firms the report of the master and adds: ‘‘Ifa 
man chooses to use a railroad track for pedes- 


trian exercise he must keep wide awake and 
get out of the way of the trains.’’ 


Alleged Deceit. 

In the damage suit of Chamberlain against 
the Chicago, Burlington & Quincy Railroad 
Company, the court sustained the demurrer 
to the petition. It was a claim for per- 


sonal injuries sustained by an acci- 
dent on the road in 1875. The plain- 
tit claimed that the company’s physician 
who attended him grossly deceived him as to 
the real cause of his injuries, and that it was 
only within the past two years that he dis- 
covered that his injuries resulted from the 
accident. The court finds that the action is 
barred by the statute of limitations. 


A Sharp Refusal. 

The application of Messrs. Larned, Case & 
O’ Grady for additional compensation in the 
Hannibal & Keokuk Railroad caso was over- 
ruled with some sharp comment from the 
court. Judge Treat sald. While this court 
upholds the doctrine that the laborer is wor- 
thy of his hire, it cannot entertain demands for 
payment of exorbitant sums of money or sus- 
tain outrageous claims for services. These 
men have been allowed already all that is fair 
and reasonable for the services performed and 
the application is overruled.“ 


A Judgment Creditor’s Case. 
In the case of the Cleveland Rolling Mill 
Company against the Texas 4 St. Louis Rail- 
road Company, a bill in equity to charge 
stockholders in bebalf of a judgment credi- 


tor the court sustained the demurrer to the 
petition. The biliis open to criticism. The 
language should be clearer and it should be 
entered in behalf of all jadgmwent creditors. 


FOUND GUILTY. 


Mrs. Myers’ Disastrous Efforts to Secure 
Another Woman's Babe. 
PITTSBURG, PA., March 24.—Mrs. Myers, who 
has been on trial for some days for perjury. 
was found guilty this morning. Mrs. Myers 
was one of the principals in the contest for 
for the maternity ofa babe, the other contest- 
ant being Mrs. Bauer, Mrs. Myers swore at a 
hearing in a habeas corpus case to obtain

The Third Matrimonial Venture of Horace F. 
Clark’s Daughter. 
By Telegraph to the Post-DIsraTcu. 

New Tonk, March 24.—The following mar- 
riage announcement was published in yester- 
day’s WORLD:

child of the late Horace F. Clark, granddaughter of 
the late Cornelius Vanderbilt, and widow of Bertram 
Eustace Mitford, late of the First Royals. 


Mme. Souberbielle’s first husband—this is 
her third venture—was Mr. Clarence Collins, 
of the wholesale dry goods firm of Whittier 
& Collins of 112 Worth strect, this city. After 
several years of married life they separated, 
Mrs. Collins securing a Chicago divorce,’’ 
and Mr. Collins subsequently a divorce in this 
city. His petition was referred to George 
Putnam Smith, in the spring of 1877, and in it 
he charged adultery with Captain Mitford.’ 
When she first learned of her husbnnd’s sus- 


icions, Mrs. Collins left her home here and 
n company with Captain Mitford went to 
Chicago, where she began proceedings for 
divorce on the ground of incompatibility of 
temper. The Chicago court notified Mr. Col- 
lins of the action but he paid no attention to 


it. The divorce was granted to Mrs. 
Collins, and very s00n after she 
married Captain Mitford. Mr. Collins 


then commenced proceedings in the Supreme 
Court in this city. The case before Referee

THE SIGHTS AND SOUNDS BEHIND THE 
SCENES AT THE ACADEMY. 


— — 


A Rebearsal of the American Opera Com- 
pany’s Corps de Ballet—The Dancers and 
Their Variegated Costumes — The Ways of 
the Premieres and Coryphees—A Spertator 
Tells His Impressions — The Ballet Ke 
hearsal—A ent Notes. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIsPATCH. 

New Tonk, March 2%.—The generations of 
young men and old ones, who, far down near 
the footlights, have spent happy hours in rap- 
turous contemplation of the ballet circling 
and floating above them, have often gone 
home to toss and turn upon their beds through 
long nights of thoughtful wonder. The curly 
head of youth throbs with the question: How 
do they ever, ever learn to do it?’’ While 
through the polished dome of aged thought 
the scorching inquiry echoes: ‘‘What’s the 
use of my being past 60 if I’m not to know 
whether that young thing has toes of solid 
jron or whether there is a trick about those 
pink slippers.’’ Thousands of manly souls 
have breathed the desire to get behind the 
scenes just once to learn it all and be at rest. 
To instruct the young is a pleasure; to re- 
lieve the mental pressure of the aged a sacred 
duty. The young man who writes this story 
proposes to do both by taking his readers be- 


hind the ‘scenes of the Academy of 
Music, where a great deal can be 
learned about the ballet in a very 


short time, and the particular trip behind the 
scenes was made at 10 o’clock yesterday morn- 
ing. To get there you must pass through a 
little stage entrance. A slight, frail but deter- 
mined human being guards that door. Far 
back in the night, ofttime long before he 
knew enough even to be a doorkeeper, he was 
taught thateverybody who wanted to get in 
anywhere must be a criminal. His education 
stopped there and he makes a splendid door- 
keeper. The tussle with this creature was & 
long and bitter one; but when once he had 
been vanguished things went smoothly. At 
first everything looked dark and dismal. The 
huge pieces of scenery towered gloomily up 


into the air, the red-sailed ship

The scene in that open space 
was wonderful and rare; one to be gazed upon 
for hours with unwearying interest. The floor 
was covered with ballet dancers and the air 
was full of them jumping and capering, bob- 
bing up and dropping down again like pop-corn 
inthe popper, An inspired being with long hair 
was wrenching wild and pleading melody from

THE RICH TRAGEDY. 


Dr. Gale Finds the Tragic Scandal Too Pain- 
ful to Discuss, 

By Telegraph to the PoOsT-DISPATCH. 

NRW Tonk, March %4.—Dr. Henry 8. Gale, 
who eloped from Cobleskill, N. T., with Mrs. 
Fannie Rich in February, and was followed to 
St. Paul, Minn., by the woman’s husband, 
who killed himselfand wife, February 27, a 
full account of which was published in the 
POST-DISBATCH at the time, is now living at 
Port Richmond, Staten Island, atthe resi- 
dence of his brother, Mr. Alfred Gale, Jr. The 
Gale family are well known on Staten Island, 
the father having beena druggist there for 
over thirty years. He was Postmaster at Port 
Richmond for fourteen years. About two 
weeks after the tragedy, Dr. Gale ap- 
pearedin Port Richmomd after an absence 
of twelve years in Schoharie County. A short 
time previous to his departure he was 


married to Miss Celia Newman of New 
Brighton, the issue of the marriage being two 
children, a boy and a girl. When the fact be- 
came evident that Dr. Gale had eloped, Mrs. 
Gale, taking her two children with her, re- 
turned to her mother’s residence at New 
Brighton, where she is at present. Since Dr. 
Gale’s return to Port Richmond he has kept 
himself in seciusion. In speaking of the 
causes that led Rich to shoot himself and his 
wife, Dr. Gale said tothe POST-DISPATCH cor- 
eespondent: I would rather not talk on the 
subject, as it is a painful one and one I am 
trving hard to forget. As steps are now being 
taken looking toward a reconciliation between 
my wife and myself, I would much 
prefer letting the matter fall from public’ no- 
tice. Iwas called in to attend to Mrs. Rich 
professionally, and [had every opportunity 
to observe what kind ofa husband Rich was. 
It would be a waste of words for me to go into 
details about the man. Residents in the 
Thirteenth Assembly District in New York 
City knew the man well, and a tour through 
the district will convince any person that Rich 
was far from being a model husband. The 
whole affair has rendered me miserable. The 
saddest thing about it is the death of Mrs. 
Rich. I would be willing to give any amount 
if her life had been spared.’’ 

Is it true as stated inthe accounts at the 
time that Rich killed himself and wife that you 
ran away from St. Paul fearing you wouid be 
lynched?’’ asked the reporter. 

No, sir. It is not true, replied Dr. Gale 
with emphases. ‘‘I saw that the affiar had 
created a great commotion in the place, and 
one afternoon! quietly left the hotel where 
we had been stopping and walking down to the 
station, took the train for the East. On my 
way tothe station I saw no evidence of anger 
on the part of the people. I had been told the 
night before that the 4 were becoming 
incensed against me, aud I thought it better 
to be in a safe place until their anger had 
cooled off and the true facts in the case 
known.’’ Dr. Gale’s future movements are 
uncertain. He has been advised by some to 
resume his practice in Staten Island, but he 
— ng yet made up his mind to follow the 
advice.
